ALFALFA FOR PASTURE 


Under irrigation, it is very sur- 
prising what alfalfa will produce in 
the way of pasture. The writer 
pastured 36 head of cows on 2y 
acres of land for five months. This 
pasture had a mixture of grasses; 
but alfalfa tormed the principal part. 
[he 29 acres not only provided food 
for the 36 cows, but produced more 
than they could use, so that 12 
acres were fenced off and 12 tons of 
hay cut and putin the barn. Besides 
producing the 12 tons of hay, the 
cows from this 29 acres produced 
$825.00 worth of butter, Of COUFSE, | 
this was irrigated land; but it shows 
what a crop of this kind will do in 
the way of pasture when given a 
chance, Alfalfa pasture, with a 
small grain supplement, will produce 
the cheapest and best hog meat 
grown. It is also excellent tor both 
sheep and horses. There is one 
time, however, when alfalfa pasture 
needs a little care, especially for 
dairy cows, and that is in the fall 
when the first serious frosts come. 
If cows are turned on to the ‘‘trost- 
nipped” pasture, the first thing in 
the morning, there is occasional 
danger of bloat. However, if the 
dairyman will take the precaution to 
feed his cows on such a morning, 
so that their stomachs are full when

ALFALFA ON DRY LAND 


Heretofore this discussion has 
been considering this valuable crop 
from the standpoint of the irriga- 
tionist. A few words might be 
added with respect to the adaptabil- 
ity of alfalfa for the so-called dry 
lands. In some sections of Mon- 
tana, where they have no more rain 
fall than they have here in south- 
eastern Alberta, farmers are having 
fairly good success with alfalfa. 

lt generally takes a year to sum- 
mer fallow or ‘tsummer till’ the 
land to get it in shape for altalfa 
seeding. During the entire summer 
the land is kept pertectly free from 
weeds by tilage. After every shower 
the harrows are put on the soil to 
restore the dust mulch and thus, as 
it were, bottle up the rain that has 
fallen, It is astonishing now much 
of the moisture that talls in a year 
may be preserved tor the crop of the

The value of this 
crop oo dry land, just like on irri- 
gated land is not aliogether in the 
crop of hay secured. bqually as 
great value comes to the soil in ad- 
dition of nitrogen, and when the 
roots are ploughed under, there is 
more benefit in the added humus, 
This benefit on 
year by year, for with more humus 
the more moisture by the 
soil, and with more moistur€ we are 
able to produce larger crops. Thus 
the cycle of benefit to the land keeps 
on year after year, | 
It certainly worth while to 
every tarmer on dry land in Alberta 
to use every effort within his power 
to get this crop started on his land. 
Thus, for the benefit of man, and 
the nourishment of his beasts, the 
greatest of all crops is alfalfa.

WESLEY'S START. 


How the Great Methodist Commenced 


His Field Work. 


Here is John Wesley’s account of 
how he began field 
overcame his repugnance to it. 

“I reached Bristol, and met Mr. 
Whitefield there (March 31, 1739). 


could scarce reconcile myself at first | 


to this strange way of preaching in 
the tields, of which he set me an ex- 
ample on Sunday; having been all my 
life—till very lately—so tenacious of 
every point relating to decency and 
order, that I should have thought the 
saving of souls almost a sin if it had 
not been done in a church. 

“April 1. — In the evening — Mr. 
Whitefield being gone-—-I begun ex- 
pounding our Lord’s Sermon on the 
Mount—one prett} remarkable prece- 
dent of fieid-preaching, though } sup- 
pose there were churches at that time 
also—to a little seciety which was ac- 
customed to meet once or twice a 
week in Nicholas street. 

“‘Monday, 2nd.—At four in the after- 
noon I submitted to be more vile, and 
proclaimed in the highways the glad 
tidings of salvation, speaking from a 
little eminence in a ground adjoining 
to the city, to about 4,000 people. The 
Scripture on which | spoke was this— 
is it possible anyone should be igno- 
rant, that it is iutniled in every true 
minister of Christ?—‘The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because He hath 
anointed me to preach the Gospel to 
the poor; He hath sent me to hea 
the broken-hearted; to preach deliver- 
ance to the captives, and recovery of 
sight to the blind; to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, to proclaim the 
acceptable year of the Lord.’ 

Sunday, &th.—At seven in the morn- 
ing I preacned to about a thousand 
persons at Bristol, and afterwards to 
about fifteen hundred on the top of 
Hannammount in Kingswood. I call- 
ed to them, in the words of the evan- 
gelical prophet. ‘Ho! every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters; 
come, and buy wine and milk without 
money and without price.’ About 
6,000 were in the afternoon at Kose 
Green—on the other side of Kings- 
wood—among whom I stood and cried, 
in the name of the Lord, ‘li any man 
thirst, let him come unto Me and 
drink. He that believeth on Me, as 
Scriptures hath said, out of his 
shall flow rivers of living water.’ 

“Tuesday, I/th.—At five in the af- 
ternoon I was at a little society in 
the Back Lane. The room in which 
we were was propped beneath, but 
the weight of people made the floor 
give way; so that in the beginning of 
the expounding, the post which prop- 
ped it fell down with a great noise 
But the floor sank no further; so that, 


after a little surprise at first, they 
quietly attended to the things that 
were spoken 


“Monday, May 7th.—I was prepar- 


ing to set out for Pensford, having 
now had leave to preach in_ the 
church, when I received the follow- 


ing note: 

“*Sir.—Our minister, having been 
informed you are beside yourself, does 
not care you should preach in any 
of his churches.’ I went, however, and 
on Priestdown, about half © mile 
from Pensford, preached Christ our 
‘wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, 
and redemption.” 

“Tuesday, &th.—I went to Bath, but 
was not suffered to be in the meadow 
where I was before, which occasioned 
the offer of a much more convenient 
place, where I preached Christ to 
about a thousand souls.” 

Time-Keeping Records. 

With all the wonderful achieve- 
ments of centuries of clock and watel 
making, there is not a timepiece in 
the world which will keep correct 
time. “Big Ben’’ of Westminster, Lon- 
don, certainly has a very respectable 
record. He has never been more than 
three seconds from the true time, But 
this diserenancy appears flagrant 
against the records of the three most 


perfect observatory clocks in the 
world. Those at Greenwich, at the 
United States Naval Observatory at 


Washington, and at the Berlin Ob 
servatory were compared by a Ger 
man scientist, who had to give the 
verdict against his own nation. The 
Berlin timepiece showed a mean de- 
viation of a second, while its two ri- 


vals tied with a deviation each of 
0.015 of a second, 
All That Was Needed. 


The first Karl of Mansfield had oe- 
easion to dismiss his coachman, and, 
on being asked for a character, wrote 
as follows 

“The bearer, John ——, has served 
me for three years in the canacity of 
coachman. He is an able driver and 
a very sober man. I discharged him 
because he cheated me.” 

A day or two later the man return- 
ed to thank his old master for the 
help he had afforded in getting him a 
new berth. How had the testimonial 
helped him? Lord Mansfield wished 
to know.

Record For Empire Is Held by Hon. 
N. J. Moore of West Australia. 


‘The Hon. Newton J. Moore, Premier 
of Western Australia, who is paying 
a brief official visit to Entinnd, haa 
the distinction of being the youngest 
Premier of the Empire, and though 
he first entered his State Parliament 
only five and a half years ago he 
for more than four years held office, 
and fost of the time as Premier 
First appointed to that position at 
the age of 35, Mr. Moore is not yet 
49. Big limbed and suggesting great 
physicial strength in his every move- 
ment ,deliberate in speech, and big 
voiced, Mr. Moore is typical of the 
successful colonial 

Mr. Moore's mission is the ‘exten- 
sion of the immigration work of West- 
ern Australia in London. “We have 
80,000,000 acres of some of the finest 
land in the world waiting to be peo- 
pled,” he said. “If Europeans will 
not come to us and take the riches 
we have to offer, we cannot expect to 
keep out the hungry hordes of colored 
people whom fro mclose by our con- 
tinent watch and wait for a favorable 
opportunity to avail themselves of our 
country. 

“Actually we cannot

“T often wonder whether it has oc- 
curred to the Londoner how an Eng- 
lish peopled Australia will be able to 
help England in times of trouble?

Is it no better that our meat 
and wheat and butter should come to 
England than that a colored horde 
should feed off our pastures? 

“The visit of the American fleet to 
Australia 18 months ago brought our 
people into a close sympathy and af- 
fection for the United States. The 
visit of an English fleet would tight- 
en up the bonds of Empire. Keep on 
making us remember you.”

THE INDIAN’S PASSING 


FEW POOR THOUSANDS ARE ALL 
THAT ARE LEFT 


The Wilds of the Northwest and Brit- 
ish Columbia Make Up a Large 
Part of the Aboriginal Population 
—Reserves Are Usually Much Lar- 
ger Than Their Inhabitants Would 
Justify—Victims of Tuberculosis.

decreasing. The latest 
census shows some excess of births 
over deaths, and a somewhat larger 
general increase accounted for in part 
by immigration, and additions to the 
tribes by marriages. On the other 
hand, besides the Indians so-called, 
there are in Canada muny half-breeds. 
There are also others, of mixed blood, 
who have been absorbed in the white 
population. 

The few poor thousands of Indiana, 
representing the savage hordes of oid 
time are divided into a multiplicity 
of tribes speaking different languages, 
such as the Micmaces of the east, the 
Six Nation Indians of Ontario (des- 
cended from the redoubtable Lroquois, 


taking 


who proved such a scourge to the 
early French settlers) and the Crees 
and Blackfoot Indians of the western 


plains 

As might be expected, the vast wild 
province of British Columbia contains 
more than a fifth of the total Indian 
population of the Dominion, but (what 
at first sight is more surprising) the 
old long-settled province of Ontario 
contains nearly as many. The ex 
planation is that immediately after 
the American Revolution large ‘‘re- 
serves’ were set apart in the nowly 
organized province (then called Upper 
Canada) for the Indians who had 
proved loyal. They were not permit- 
ted to alienate these lands, or there 
is little doubt that they would have 
been despoiled of them long ago, for 
they have never been a provident 
people. 

The reserves are often of great ex- 
tent. The Six Nation Reserve on the 
Grand River, neur Brantford (with a 
population of ' 275 persons), consists 
of about 444.0." ucres, whilst some cf 
the reserves in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, set apart for comparatively 
emall bands, comprise from fifty to a 
hundred square miles. The Govern- 
ment has generally respected the 
claim of the Indians to the soil, and 
it has been customary, as a prelimin- 
ary to opening a district to settlement, 
for the authorities to make treaties 
with the Indians, to set apart reserves 
for them, and to give them compensa. 
tion in the shape of annuities, rations, 
grants for education, ete Quite re- 
cently many bands in the west have 
thus entered “into treaty,’’ and now 
scarcely one-fifth of the total Indian 
population (and these chiefly in the 
extreme north) retain their old status 

Whether under treaty or not, the 
Indians to some extent receive from 
Government a kind of paternal care 
as ‘the wards of the nation,” and ar» 
subject to various special laws, such 
as that, for instance, which absolute. 
ly prohibits the sale of intoxicating 
liquor to an Indian. Doubtless 
of the race tind these benevolently in- 
tended restrictions galling A few cf 
the more able and industrious, by ful- 
filling certain conditions, gain their 
enfranchisement as ordinary citizens, 
but the agents who have the over- 
sight of the reserves deseribe the In 
dians as generally lacking in am- 
bition 

As of old, the intermittent activities 
of hunting and fishing are more at- 
tractive to them than steady labor 
though in the more settled districts 
they are obliged to turn to other oc- 
cupations (such as farming, lumber 
ing, making tubs and baskets, and 
fancy art®les for sale to tourists), ani 
the agents report a gradual improve- 
ment in their methods of work and 
mode of life In the west, the rec 


men still depend for their livelihood 
mainly upon hunting, fishing and 
trapping, but instead of wearing the 


furs of the animals they kill, and shel- 
tering themselves in tents of buffalo 
skins, they dress in manufactured 
goods far less warm and durable, and 
make their tents of cotton, too thin to 
keep out either cold or damp 
Tuberculosis is very prevalent 
amongst them, and in some tribes the 
death-rate from this cause is extraor- 


dinarily high, but where they live un- 
der fairly favorable conditions they 
show no signs of dying out : 
The more civilized Indiana have 
lost the picturesqt (and terrible) 
characteristics of their ancestors, who

A MONSTER FLAG, 


It Floats Above London When Parlia: 
Is Sitting. 

Probably few who see the union 
jack flying over the Victoria tower at 
Westminster when Parliament is sit 
ze that the flag which flut- 
ters so high above the inhabitants of 
London is one of the most remarkable 
pieces of bunting in the world. 

Small as it seems to the upturned 
gaze more than 450 feet beneath it 
this floating emblem is so enormous 


ment 


that its outspread bunting would 
completely hide from view a couple 
of suburban villas. It is sixty feet 


long and forty-five feet wide—so ca- 
pacious, in fact, that 3,000 people 
could find standing room on it. The 
mast from whose dizzy summit it flut- 
ters is as tall as the Duke of York’s 
column, rises from a base little less 
exalted than the cross of St. Paul's 
cathedral and weighs sixteen tons 
To reach the foot of this towering 
mast one must climb 350 feet up the 


dark interior of the Victoria tower

The 
lions which guard the corners are 
leviathans, towering twenty feet high 
and the roof of the tower, we gasp 
to learn, would turn the scale at 400 
tons. 

But perhaps the greatest wonder of 
all as we stand on this dizzy emin- 
ence is the far stretching view of the 
world’s capital, dwarfed to the dimen- 
sions of a toy metropolis, along whose 
narrow ribbons of s men crawl 
as ants and the largest vehicles are 
slow moving points of black.—London

HON. A. L. SIFTON ACCEPTS THE 
PREMIERSHIP 


ene, 

A Resolution of Condolence on the 
Death of King Edward was Passed 
Unanimously—The Session Lasted 
but a Brief Half Hour, when the 
House was Formally Prorogued by 
Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea. 


Edmonton.—The first Alberta legis. 
lature to meet during the reign of 
King George V. met and prorogued all 
in tne space of hali an hour, and yet 
in that short half-bour much was 
done, 

it was known in the forenoon that 
Premier hutherford had resigned and 
that Hon. A. L. Sifton was to take 
his place, Also that Attorney-General 
Cross, Minister of Agriculture Mar- 
shall, and Hon. P. bh. Lessard, had 
placed their resignations in the hands 
of the lieutenant-governor, who had, 
however, refused to accept them, but 
had referred them to the new premier. 

The crowd, therefore, gatMered early 
and by 3 o'clock the legislative cham- 
bers were well filled. All the mem- 
bers of the legislature were on hand 
at 2.30 o'clock and in groups of two 
and three, they swore allegiance to the 
new king, the oath being administered 
by Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea, who 
was on hand and waiting in 
speaker's room for the purpose, 

Soon after the house opened with 
Rutherford, Cross, Marshall and Les- 
sard in the cabinet seats. As Speaker 
Fisher read the opening prayers it 
was noticed that they had been chang- 
ed, and instead of referring to King 
Eudward, they read, ‘Our Most Graci- 
ous Lord, King George, Our Gracious 
Queen, Mary, the Prince of Wales and 
Alexandra the Queen-Mother.” 

Following the prayers came the first 
business of the day which was the 
passing of a message of condolence to 
the new king at the death of his 
father. In a voice, vibrant with emo- 
tion, the ex-premier moved the resolu. 
tion: “It was only a few days since 
the country heard with deep regret 
of the death of the sovereign. 

“The intimation came suddenly. His 
illness last only a few days before 
God's finger touched him aid he 
slept,” said Dr, Rutherford. He then 
went on to make references to the life 
of the late king and coneluded by 
saying that loyal Canada lamented 
his untimely demise and recognized 
the loss she had = sustained in 
death. 

R. B. Bennett, leader of the opposi- 


tion, seconded the resolution in a 
speech, which, although not long, 
was even more eulogistic than that 


of Rutherford. 

“He was old in years before he be- 
gan to reign, but young in all the 
attributes which go to make a con- 
stitutional sovereign,” he said, ‘He 
will be remembered as one who made 


the bonds of freedom wider, yet 
toleration was his watchword and in 
years to come his name will find a 


prominent place on the muster roll:of 
the great sovereigns of the world.” ’ 

The resolution was then — passec 
unanimously. It was couched in the 
same words as that presented by the 
English house of commons. 

Immediately following this the 
sergeant-at-arms announced the lieut - 
governor, unattended and dressed 
only in civilian clothes. His honor 
entered and from the speaker's chair 
read the following proclamation: 

Mr. Speaker, and gentlemen of the 
assembly, I have to announce to you 
that the resignation of Premier Ruth- 
erford was placed in my hands and 
has been accepted by me, and IT have 
called on the Hon. A. L. Sifton to 
form a government and he has assum. 
ed that responsibility and has been 
sworn in as president of the executive 
council. It is my will that Premier 
Sifton shall submit the personnel of 
his cabinet and his policy to the mem- 
bers of this legislative assembly for 
ratification at an early date, due no- 
tice of which will be given you, 

“In the meantime it is my will 
that this meeting of the legislative 
assembly be prorocued, and I do de- 
clare it duly and formally prorogued., 
In discharging you from further at- 
tendance I would assure you of my 
good wishes for the health and wel- 
fare of you all.’

read the house rose and it was all, 
over. Premier Sifton, who hed been 
an interested spectator all through, |

Edison Hints at New Force 

East Orange, N, J.—Thomas A. 
| Edison, the electrical wizard, has sug- 
gested the possibilities of the discov- 
‘ery and development of a new power, 
‘“another method of agitating the 
jatoms or molecules besides the thing 
we call electricity,’ as he said. But 
,in the meantime, he declured that the 
scope of electricity as a motive power 
is gradually widening and being better 
realized, 

What the new power may be the 
great inventor did not undertake to 
say. Its discovery, as he suggested, 
will likely be by accident, probably 
through one of the five human senses, 
as radium and the X-ray were found 
through the sense of light. 

While Edison discussed a new force 
other than electricity merely as a pos- 
sibility, he discusses it in a most in- 
teresting manner. 

“T took dinner on one occasion with 
an eminent professor of the University 
of Berlin,” he said, ‘‘and I moved my 
forefinger at him and asked him what 
made it move, He couldn't — tell.

Negotiations are New Being Carried 
on Between Canada and European 
Countries, as well as with the 
United States—Italy and Belgium 
May be Placed on the Favored 
Nation List. 


Ottawa.—A courteous reply has been 
sent to Washington by the Canadian 
government in response to President 
Pafts invitation for the opening up of 
tariff negotiations between Canada 
and the United States looking to a 
mutual lowering of the trade barriers 
between the two countries 

While expressing a willingness to 
enter into negotiations for better trade 


conditions which should prove mutu. 
ally advantageous to both countries 
the Canadian gove rnminent points out 


that owing to the engagements of the 
prime minister, Hon, W. 8. Fielding, 
and other members of the cabinet who 
will be absent from Ottawa during the 
greater part of the summer there will 
be little opportunity for the govern- 
ment to take up the question in any 
active and detailed way until Sep- 
tember next, 

It is therefore suggested that the 
matter be left in abeyance until the 
fall. In the meanwhile, it is believed 
that the present movement in the 
United States looking to a lowering 
of the protective duties on many items 
entering into the cost of living to 
the general public will operate to the 
advantage of Canada in the future 
tariff bargaining. 

Meanwhile, also, it is probable that 
reciprocal trade arrangements will be 


made by Canada with Belgium and 
Italy. Negotiations to this end are 
now under way in eccordance with 


an announcement made in parliament 
last session by the Hon, W. S. Field. 
ing. 

These two countries are in  practi- 
cally the same position as France with 
regard to Canadian trade By the 
conclusion of the treaty with France 
session, the way is clear to ne- 
votiate a similar favored nation terms 
with them 

Negotiations looking to the placing

ators, which do not go off as soon as 
English detonators. It is impossible 
to judge the time when German ce- 
tonators will explode, but this is not 
the case with English detonators. 

“In Canada, the thawing of dyna- 
mite before it is used produces an- 
palling resuits, Aecording to one esti- 
mate, the toll of railways now being 
constructed in Canada, in order thet 
civilization may spread, is two lives 
per mile.”
